DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

c. Group III, claim(s) 10-14, drawn to a display having a specific fixing plate 
and connector structure. 

d. Group IV, claim(s) 15-18, drawn to a display having a load, control, and 
monitoring part. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I recites a 
special technical feature of having a vent and cooling fan structure; Group II recites a 
special technical feature of a hard drive structure; Group III recites a display with fixing 
plate and connector structure; and Group IV recites a display with a load, control, and 
monitoring structure.
